When  Meikee  Wong  first  arrived  in 
the  U.S.  in  the  late  1960s,  one  of  her  first 
stops  was  San  Francisco’s  Chinatown. 
She  recalls  how  she  stayed  one  night 
with  her  friend’s  family  in  a  typical 
Chinatown  apartment.  She  was- 
surprised  by  what  she  found  there,  she 
says. 

For  one  thing,  she  realized  quickly 
that  Chinese  Americans  differed  from 
Hong  Kong  Chinese.  As  the  products  of 
two  cultures,  they  had  traits  that  could 
be  disconcerting  to  the  Asian-born 
Wong.  And  even  more  disturbing  was 
the  cultural  gap  that  existed  between 
adults  and  children  within  the  same 
family.  While  the  American-born 
children  spoke  English  and  were  raised 
on  American  culture,  their  Asian-born 
parents  spoke  Chinese  and  remained 
rooted  in  the  ethnic  world  of 
Chinatown. 

Wong  says  she  has  never  forgotten 
those  early  experiences  in  San 
Francisco’s  Chinatown.  Moreover,  she 
believes  that  the  motivation  to  create 
the  American  Chinese  Christian  Educa¬ 
tional  and  Social  Services  (ACCESS)  - 
an  organization  founded  in  the  early 
1990s  to  help  families  "bridge"  those  two 
worlds  -  was  rooted  in  that  early  ex¬ 
perience. 

Located  in  a  Tai  Tung  Village 
storefront  space  at  220  Harrison 
Avenue  in  Boston’s  Chinatown,  AC¬ 
CESS  provides  adult  ESL  classes  and 
after-school  and  summer  programs  for 
children.  And  while  the  spiritual  mes¬ 
sage  of  Christianity  forms  an  integral 
part  of  ACCESS  programs,  the 
organization’s  work  also  emphasizes  the 
need  to  bridge  the  gap  between 
American  and  Chinese  cultures,  says 
Wong,  the  organization’s  executive 
director. 

School  in  the  US 

Raised  in  a  Christian  family  in  Hong 
Kong,  Wong  realized  early  that  her 
Christian  beliefs  would  play  an  impor¬ 
tant  role  in  her  life.  In  the  late  1960s,  she 
arrived  in  the  US  to  study  at  Bethany 
Bible  College  in  Santa  Cruz,  Calif.  "For 
me  to  be  in  California  was  a  cultural 
shock,"  she  says. 

Not  only  did  American  culture  seem 
inaccessible  to  her  -  it  was  the  height  of 
the  hippie  movement  in  San  Francisco  - 
but  the  Chinese- American  world  she  en¬ 
countered  also  seemed  alien.  "They  did 
not  seem  Chinese  to  me  at  all,"  she  adds. 

Wong  says  that  the  parents  of  her 
Chinatown  friend  had  emigrated  from  a 
Toisan  village  and  had  little  education. 
Their  apartment  was  crowded  and  a  lit¬ 
tle  dirty.  She  says  she  couldn’t  fall  asleep 
the  night  she  stayed  with  them  because 
the  family  was  up  all  night  playing  mah 

jongg- 

Family  Communication 

During  her  stay  in  Chinatown,  she 
was  struck  by  the  way  the  generations 
communicated  with  each  other.  "I 
watched  the  interaction  between  my 


friend  and  her  mother  and  it  was  mind- 
boggling,"  she  says.  Her  friend’s  mother 
spoke  little  English  and  her  friend  spoke 
little  Chinese.  "‘How  did  they  maintain 
their  mother-daughter  relationship?’" 
she  asked  herself  at  the  time.  She  con¬ 
cluded  that  similar  gaps  likely  existed  in 
Chinese  households  across  America. 

"That  was  my  first  experience  of  a 
Chinese  family  in  America,"  she  says, 
adding  that  she  initially  felt  superior  to 
them.  It  was  a  feeling,  she  adds,  that  they 
too  seemed  to  sense,  asking  her  why  she 
was  spending  time  with  Chinese 
Americans  rather  than  with  non- 
Chinese  and  joking  that  she  would  soon 
pick  up  the  bad  habits  of  the  Chinatown 
"ghetto." 

But  they  also  had  "cultural  pride,"  she 
says.  While  she  may  have  been  disap¬ 
pointed  by  their  lack  of  Chinese  culture, 
they  were  aware  of  her  accent  and  her 
inability  to  play  baseball  and  dress  like 
an  American.  "Some  of  these  things  are 
very  subtle,"  she  says.  "We  both  had  to 
learn  to  cross  culture." 

Eventually  she  began  to  work  with 
Chinese  immigrants  in  California. 
"Their  faith  was  very  simple  and  pure 
and  their  love  was  the  same  way,"  she 
says.  "That  was  the  period  when  the  seed 
for  ACCESS  was  planted  for  me." 

After  receiving  a  degree  in  counsel¬ 
ing  from  the  University  of  Santa  Clara, 
Wong  returned  to  Hong  Kong  to  teach 
school.  It  was  in  Hong  Kong  that  she 
met  and  married  her  husband  Bak  Fun 
Wong,  the  principal  of  Boston’s  Josiah 
Quincy  School,  who  at  the  time  was 
preparing  to  immigrate  to  Boston. 

In  Boston,  she  worked  for  10  years  as 
a  supervisor  and  manager  at  the  state 


Department  of  Social  Services,  where 
she  worked  on  cases  involving  child 
abuse  and  neglect. 

And  while  most  of  the  cases  did  not 
involve  Chinese  families,  the  few  that 
did  were  severe  ones.  "Chinese  families 
tend  to  hide  their  problems  rather  than 
seek  help,"  she  says.  Also,  the  DSS 
hadn’t  enough  interpreters  at  the  time 
to  provide  services  to  the  Chinese  im¬ 
migrant  population. 

"To  me  it  was  very  good  training 
working  at  the  DSS  because  I  had  lived 
a  very  sheltered  life,”  says  Wong. 
Through  her  work  at  the  DSS,  she  also 
gained  insight  into  many  of  the  social 
problems  afflicting  American  life. 

But  it  was  a  desire  to  work  more 
closely  with  people  that  motivated  her 
to  change  her  professional  life.  The  ac¬ 
tual  turning  point  came  while  she  was 
attending  "Chinese  Missions  ’89,"  a  con¬ 
ference  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  for 
Chinese  Christians.  The  conference,  she 
says,  provided  a  catalyst  for  the  creation 
of  a  local  prayer  group.  "ACCESS  came 
from  that  prayer  group,"  she  says. 
Founding  ACCESS 

Wong  says  ACCESS’S  founders 
wanted  to  create  an  organization  that 
would  address  both  the  spiritual  and 
daily-life  needs  of  people  in  the  Asian 
community.  The  founders’  guiding 
belief  was  that  there  shouldn’t  be  a 
division  between  spiritual  life  and  daily 
life.  There  is  always  the  "danger  of  com¬ 
partmentalizing  people’s  needs,"  she 
says.  "We  were  quite  convinced  that  God 
was  concerned  with  the  whole  per¬ 
son.. .It  really  should  be  a  more  holistic 
expression." 

Another  goal  of  the  organization  was 


to  "bridge  the  gap  between  the  genera¬ 
tions"  in  the  Chinese  immigrant  com¬ 
munity.  "Children  usually  acculturate  a 
lot  faster"  than  their  immigrant  parents, 
she  explains.  Such  cultural  gaps  in¬ 
evitably  create  distance  between  the 
generations.  For  example,  teen-agers 
growing  up  in  the  US  may  want  to  date 
at  the  age  of  16,  but  their  Asian-born 
parents  may  want  them  to  wait  until  they 
are  older.  Such  a  conflict  may  lead  the 
teen-ager  to  date  secretly,  she  says. 

Another  conflict  may  develop  when 
Asian-born  parents  tell  their  children 
not  to  forget  they  are  Chinese,  and  the 
children  reply  that  they’re  American. 
Wong  believes  these  are  typical 
problems  within  immigrant  families. 
"The  real  issue  is  a  cultural  issue,"  she 
says,  and  ACCESS  wanted  to  address  it. 

"We  wanted  to  see  if  [we  could]  help 
each  generation  understand  the  other 
generation"  by  learning  to  appreciate 
the  strengths  of  both  Chinese  and 
American  culture,  she  says. 

Wong  believes  it’s  important  for 
Chinese  children  to  appreciate  their 
ethnic  background,  explaining  that  too 
often  children  tend  to  reject  it.  She  has 
sometimes  heard  children  say  they  want 
blond  hair  or  prefer  dolls  with  light  hair 
to  ones  with  black  hair.  If  children  hate 
being  Chinese  they  end  up  hating  part  of 
themselves,  she  says. 

And  while  children  need  to  be  taught 
to  value  their  ethnic  heritage,  adults  also 
need  to  learn  more  about  American  cul¬ 
ture  and  language.  By  gaining  a  greater 
understanding  of  American  life,  they 
will  likely  communicate  better  with 
their  children. 

Wong  points  out  that  while  Chinese 
parents  may  value  education,  they  often 
lack  the  English  skills  to  help  their 
children  with  their  homework.  AC¬ 
CESS  is  meant  to  help  new  immigrants 

-  many  of  whom  will  likely  have  children 

-  learn  English. 

Wong  says  the  ACCESS  after-school 
program  also  provides  an  important 
child-care  service.  With  many 
Chinatown  parents  working  long  hours, 
children  may  end  up  coming  home  to 
empty  homes  if  they  haven’t  an  after¬ 
school  program  to  attend.  ACCESS’S 
after-school  program  provides  about  25 
kindergarten-to-fourth-grade  students 
with  a  place  to  do  their  homework  and 
learn  while  their  parents  are  at  work. 
The  organization  also  has  a  full-day 
summer  program,  which  has  both 
academic  and  recreational  components. 
Children  participating  in  ACCESS 
programs  can  pay  on  a  sliding-scale,  says 
Wong. 

And  while  the  promotion  of  Chris¬ 
tian  values  is  an  important  underlying 

theme  of  ACCESS  activities,  belief  in 
Christianity  is  not  required  of  children 
or  adults  enrolled  in  its  programs.  "We 
tell  them  believing  in  God  is  a  personal 
choice,"  she  says.

INS  Cracks  Down  on  Fraudulent  Testing 


The  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service  (INS)  last  month  terminated  the 
authority  of  Naturalization  Assistance 
Services,  Inc.  (NAS)  to  conduct  citizen¬ 
ship  testing  on  behalf  of  the  INS.  NAS 
is  affiliated  with  a  number  of  agencies 
and  businesses  giving  citizenship  tests  in 
Boston’s  Chinatown. 

"The  Service  concludes  that  NAS 
does  not  have  sufficient  oversight  and 
safeguards  to  ensure  that  applicants 
tested  by  a  NAS  licensee  properly 
demonstrate  the  required  knowledge 
and  meet  the  [statutory]  requirements," 
according  to  the  letter  of  termination 
submitted  by  the  INS  to  the  Florida- 
based  firm. 

NAS  is  one  of  six  approved  testing 
entities  with  more  than  900  testing  af¬ 
filiates  nationwide.  During  Fiscal  Year 
1996,  INS  estimates  that  as  many  as 
300,000  potential  naturalization  ap¬ 
plicants  out  of  1.2  million  used  such 
services.  These  private  testing  services 
average  an  85  percent  pass  rate,  which  is 
consistent  with  testing  results  at  INS 
offices. 

NAS  has  a  number  of  affiliates  in 
Boston’s  Chinatown,  including  the 
Asian  American  Civic  Association  and 
a  fourth-floor  citizenship  service  at  65 
Harrison  Avenue.  The  site  at  65  Har¬ 
rison  Avenue  was  leased  to  Leaders  In¬ 
surance  Co./Mei  Wah  Immigration 
Service.  The  business  was  also  known  as 
National  Citizenship  and  Immigration 
Services.  Agencies  and  businesses  af¬ 
filiated  with  NAS  had  to  stop  giving  the 
test  on  Jan.  6.  An  INS  official  said  NAS 
has  taken  court  action  to  stop  the  INS 
from  terminating  its  services,  but  he  sug¬ 
gested  it  was  unlikely  the  firm  would 
succeed  in  halting  the  action. 

The  INS  established  the  Stand¬ 
ardized  Citizenship  Testing  Program  in 
1991  to  provide  additional  sites  where 
applicants  for  citizenship  could  take  a 
written  test  required  for  naturalization. 
The  test  is  meant  to  demonstrate  an 
applicant’s  basic  knowledge  of  U.S.  his¬ 
tory  and  civics,  and  written  English. 
Under  the  program,  all  applicants  must 
also  report  to  INS  for  a  face-to-face  in- 
terview.  If  INS  officers  suspect  fraud  or 


improper  testing  of  the  applicant,  they 
have  the  authority  to  retest  the  ap¬ 
plicant. 

In  terminating  NAS’s  authority  to 
conduct  citizenship  tests,  the  INS  was 
responding  to  complaints  that  some 
testing  sites  were  allowing  unqualified 
people  to  pass  the  test.  INS  spokesman 
Greg  Gagne  said  NAS  has  been  in 
trouble  before  and  noted  that  the  ABC 
television  program  "20  20"  had  surrep¬ 
titiously  filmed  inappropriate  testing 
procedures  in  Dallas  in  which  applicants 
were  essentially  being  given  the  answers. 

He  said  part  of  the  problem  is  that  the 
same  organization  may  end  up  giving 
both  the  test-preparation  classes  and 
the  test.  "It’s  quite  easy  for  the  two  to 
meld  to  the  point  where  you  have 
serious  potential  for  improprieties,"  he 
said. 

Gagne  said  the  INS  was  studying 
whether  it  should  continue  to  allow  out¬ 
side  firms  to  give  the  tests.  "Everything 
is  on  the  table  now,"  he  said,  adding  that 
citizenship  testing  has  become  "quite  an 
attractive  undertaking  from  a  business 
point  of  view."  Gagne  said  the  INS  did 
not  have  a  set  policy  regarding  the  fees 
that  could  be  charged  to  prepare  people 
for  the  test  but  was  more  concerned 
about  maintaining  the  integrity  of  the 
testing  process. 

In  Boston’s  Chinatown,  a  number  of 
clients  seeking  services  at  AACA  have 
told  counselors  that  several  other  test¬ 
ing  services  in  Chinatown  had  been 
luring  customers  to  their  services  by 
giving  them  a  guarantee  that  they  would 
pass  the  test.  While  the  INS  has  set  the 
test  fee  at  $30,  some  private  businesses 
in  Chinatown  had  been  charging  addi¬ 
tional  sums  for  related  services,  such  as 
classes  to  prepare  for  the  test, 
fingerprinting,  and  photo  services. 

Chau-ming  Lee,  AACA’s  executive 
director,  alleged  that  some  NAS  af¬ 
filiates  had  been  charging  from  $150  to 
$1,000  for  citizenship-test-related  ser¬ 
vices.  "We’ve  heard  from  a  lot  of  clients," 
he  said.  "Of  course  their  marketing 
point  is  they  guarantee  you  will  pass." 

Lee  said  one  AACA  client  said  he 
had  paid  $  150  for  a  test  alone.  And  while

these  services  claim  they  provide  other 
services  such  as  fingerprinting  and  help¬ 
ing  applicants  complete  their  paper¬ 
work,  Lee  believes  they  are  largely 
taking  advantage  of  people  who  are  will¬ 
ing  to  pay  money  to  ensure  passing  the 
test.  "Does  it  really  cost  $150  to  do  all 
these  things?”  asked  Lee,  who  believes 
the  local  Chinese  immigrant  community 
should  be  warned  about  potential 
scams. 

Lee  said  another  AACA  client  told 
him  that  he  had  paid  $400  on  Jan.  3  for 
services  at  65  Harrison  Ave.  Illiterate  in 
both  English  and  Chinese,  the  client  was 
willing  to  pay  for  the  services  because  he 
worried  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  pass 
the  test.  The  same  client  returned  to  the 
Harrison  Avenue  service  a  week  later  to 
ask  for  his  money  back.  He  was  told, 
however,  that  he  could  not  be  reim¬ 
bursed  for  the  entire  amount  because 
the  service  had  already  performed  work 
for  him.  He  said  he  has  not  been  reim¬ 
bursed  for  any  of  the  money  he  had  paid. 

Wendy  Mei  Lai,  who  was  working  at 
the  65  Harrison  Avenue  service  center 
last  week,  said  her  agency  had  been 
charging  people  $30  for  the  test  and 
$220  for  a  class  to  prepare  for  it  until 
NAS  and  its  affiliates  were  ordered  to 
stop  testing  last  month.  She  said  the 
Harrison  Avenue  service  was  a  private 
business  and  had  to  cover  its  operating 
costs  to  stay  viable.  Lai  said  her  service 
had  not  been  overcharging  people  and 
had  been  using  established  procedures 
in  giving  the  tests,  which  were  often 
monitored  by  INS  inspectors.  She  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  guarantee  the  service  of¬ 
fered  provided  applicants  with  the 
chance  to  continue  taking  the  test  until 
they  could  pass  it. 

She  said  a  television  reporter  came  to 
the  office  last  month  after  the  operator 
of  another  citizenship  service  in  New 
Bedford  complained  that  the 
Chinatown  service  was  not  legitimate. 
Lai,  who  denied  the  accusations,  said  the 
person  making  the  charges  was  a  com¬ 
petitor.  The  owner  of  the  agency,  whom 
she  refused  to  identify,  has  six  other  sites 
in  Massachusetts,  she  said.

This  week,  the  Harrison  Avenue  ser¬ 
vice  was  no  longer  operating  and  many 
people  were  looking  for  its  operators, 
according  to  one  person  who  works  in 
the  same  building. 

"They  overcharge  people,"  said  one 
social  service  worker  of  the  Harrison 
Avenue  business.  "At  the  beginning  they 
have  fliers  around  the  community.  They 
guarantee  people  can  pass  the  test."  She 
said  in  some  cases  people  were  asked  to 
pay  as  much  as  $400. 

"I  think  the  problem  is  they  have  not 
been  selective  enough"  said  Lee  of 
NAS’s  choice  of  affiliates.  Lee  said 
AACA,  which  charges  $30  for  the  test 
and  either  $60  or  $80  for  a  citizenship 
class,  is  seeking  to  affiliate  with  another 
service  in  order  to  continue  giving 
citizenship  tests. 

Lee  said  NAS  affiliates  like  the  one 
at  65  Harrison  Ave.  had  little  expertise 
or  professional  experience  in  giving 
such  tests  and  had  been  overcharging 
customers  by  playing  on  their  fears  of 
failing  the  test.  Many  people  seeking  to 
become  citizens  worry  that  they  can’t 
pass  the  test  because  of  their  limited 
English  skills. 

In  recent  months,  many  permanent 
residents  have  applied  to  become 
citizens  following  passage  of  the  Wel¬ 
fare  Reform  Act  by  Congress.  The  Act 
prohibits  non-citizens  from  receiving 
many  social  benefits,  including  Sup¬ 
plemental  Security  Income  (SSI).  Many 
elderly  non-citizens  stand  to  lose  their 
SSI  if  they  do  not  become  citizens. 

Lee  believes  the  Welfare  Reform  Act 
has  increased  the  number  of  people 
seeking  to  become  naturalized,  par¬ 
ticularly  among  refugees  and  older  im¬ 
migrants.  He  said  the  number  of  people 
applying  for  citizenship  has  increased 
steadily  over  the  last  five  years. 

Gagne  said  the  INS  expects  between 
1.6  and  1.7  million  citizenship  applica¬ 
tions  this  year,  compared  to  1.3  million 
this  past  year.

Angel  Island  Poetry 


By  Da  Zheng 

The  late  1960s  and  early  1970s 
marked  a  turning  point  in  Asian 
American  history.  Since  the  Immigra¬ 
tion  Act  of  1965  allowed  a  quota  of 
20,000  entries  from  each  Asian  country, 
the  population  of  Asian  Americans 
began  to  multiply  at  an  unprecedented 
speed,  and  their  voices  began  to  be 
heard.  In  their  effort  to  preserve  Asian 
American  heritage,  Asian  American 
scholars  and  artists  began  to  produce 
documentaries,  songs,  plays,  and  dan¬ 
ces.  They  founded  historical  societies, 
created  archival  resources,  and  built 
ethnic  museums.  These  projects  helped 
to  preserve  Asian  American  history  and 
culture,  raise  ethnic  consciousness,  and 
make  these  invisible,  quiet  Americans 
visible  and  expressive. 

One  such  example  of  this  trend  is 
"Island:  Poetry  and  History  of  Chinese 
Immigrants  on  Angel  Island,  1910- 
1940."  Published  in  1980,  "Angel"  nar¬ 
rates  the  "pain,  loneliness,  and  suffering 
and  anger"  of  Chinese  immigrants  who 
were  incarcerated  in  the  "hell-hole  in¬ 
terrogation  station"  on  Angel  Island. 

Angel  Island  is  now  a  state  park  in 
San  Francisco  Bay.  From  1910  to  1940, 
it  served  as  the  detention  center  for 
Chinese  immigrants.  It  was  modeled 
after  New  York’s  Ellis  Island  (1892- 
1943).  At  Angel  Island,  there  were  just 
a  couple  of  barracks,  one  for  male 
Chinese  detainees,  and  another  for  ad¬ 
ministrators  and  female  detainees.  The 
Chinese  immigrants  would  wait  there 
for  physical  exams  and  for  their  im¬ 
migration  paperwork  to  be  completed. 
Most  of  them  were  new  arrivals,  and 
some  were  residents  with  questionable 
documents.  Those  to  be  deported  would 
also  wait  there  for  transportation. 
During  the  30  years  when  it  was  in  ser¬ 
vice,  approximately  175,000  Chinese 
entered  the  US  through  its  facilities. 
The  center  was  closed  in  1940  after  a  fire 
that  destroyed  the  administration  build¬ 
ing. 

In  1970,  the  remaining  barracks  was 
marked  for  destruction.  One  day,  park 
r  anger  Alexander  Weiss  noticed  many 
Chinese  characters  written  on  the  walls 
inside  the  barracks.  He  reported  his 
findings  to  his  supervisor,  who  did  not 
believe  they  were  significant.  Weiss  then 
contacted  Dr.  George  Araki  at  San 
Francisco  University  and  Mark 
Takahashi,  a  San  Francisco  photog¬ 
rapher.  Takahashi  found  that  the  char¬ 
acters  were  poems  that  Chinese 
detainees  had  inscribed  or  carved  on  the 
walls.  They  photographed  every  inch  of 
the  entire  building.  The  discovery  also 
led  members  of  the  Asian  American 
community  to  lobby  for  its  preservation. 
In  1976,  the  legislature  appropriated 
$250,000  for  the  preservation  of  the 
building. 

To  understand  the  background  of  the 
detention  center,  we  have  to  go  back  to 
April  18,  1906,  when  an  earthquake 
shook  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  The 
large  fire  that  ensued  devoured  many 
buildings,  destroyed  almost  all  of  the 
municipal  record,  and  opened  the  way 
for  a  new  wave  of  Chinese  immigration. 

Because  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion 
Act  (1882),  Chinese  residents  could  not 
be  naturalized  or  bring  their  wives  over. 
They  remained  permanent  aliens.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  fire,  these  Chinese 
sojourners  could  now  claim  they  had 
been  born  in  the  US  and  could  bring 
their  wives  and  sons  to  America  as  long 
as  they  were  able  to  produce  some  proof. 


Many  Chinese  then  forged  birth  certifi¬ 
cates  to  bring  their  wives  over  from 
China.  All  of  a  sudden,  the  number  of 
Chinese  females  increased.  These  new 
immigrants  helped  balance  the  sex  ratio 
of  the  bachelor  society.  The  ratio  of  men 
to  women  was  14:1  in  1910,  7:1  in  1920, 
and  3:1  in  1940. 

Since  these  "native-born"  Chinese 
were  American  citizens  by  birth,  they 
could  also  bring  their  sons  over.  A  lot  of 
them,  however,  did  not  have  sons  to 
bring  over.  Instead,  they  brought  over 
relatives  and  unrelated  young  men  as 
their  sons.  These  immigrants  were  later 
known  as  "paper  sons,"  as  opposed  to 
"biological  sons." 

Why  did  these  Chinese  immigrants 
do  this?  The  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  was 
part  of  the  main  reason.  America  as  the 
land  of  golden  opportunity  was  very  at¬ 
tractive  to  many  Chinese  immigrants, 
but  the  racist  immigration  law  denied 
the  Chinese  equal  access  to  this  country. 
The  sojourning  Chinese  bachelors  suf¬ 
fered  from  racial  discrimination  and  un¬ 
bearable  loneliness.  Many  of  them 
wanted  to  bring  their  relatives  over  to 
relieve  their  suffering,  strengthen  their 
position  in  the  community,  and  make 
them  more  competitive. 

These  new  arrivals  -  especially  the 
children  -  had  to  go  through  a  rigorous 
examination  on  Angel  Island  to  prove 
their  identity.  Immigration  officers 
would  ask  them  many  detailed  questions 
to  make  sure  that  they  were  genuine 


children  and  that  their  documents  were 
not  forged.  The  new  arrivals,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  might  be  asked:  "How  many  foot 
steps  are  there  in  the  front  of  your 
house?"  "Who  is  your  next  door  neigh¬ 
bor?"  "Where  is  the  clock?”  The  inter¬ 
rogation  usually  lasted  a  whole  day,  and 
often  a  second  session  would  be 
scheduled  to  clarify  some  points.  If  there 
were  discrepancies,  the  detainee  would 
be  denied  and  then  deported.  To 
prepare  for  the  exam,  these  paper  sons 
got  "crib  sheets."  They  memorized  the 
detailed  information  on  them  and 
destroyed  the  sheets  before  arriving  at 
the  island. 

The  function  of  Angel  Island  was  es¬ 
sentially  different  from  that  of  Ellis  Is¬ 
land.  While  Ellis  Island  mainly  admitted 
new  immigrants  from  European 
countries,  Angel  Island  was  meant  to 
screen  out  fraudulent  cases.  For  that 
reason,  the  detainment  was  usually  very 
long,  especially  when  compared  with  the 
procedure  of  immigrants  from  other 
countries.  During  their  stay  on  the  is¬ 
land,  many  Chinese  detainees  resented 
their  confinement.  They  had  nothing  to 
do  and  could  not  leave.  They  com¬ 
plained  about  the  unsanitary  condi¬ 
tions,  the  quality  of  the  food,  and  the 
crowded  rooms. 

Some  of  them  wrote  poems  on  the 
walls  to  express  their  anger,  disappoint¬ 
ment,  and  disillusionment. 


America  has  power,  but  not  justice. 

In  prison,  we  were  victimized  as  if  we 
were  guilty. 

Given  no  opportunity  to  explain,  it 
was  really  brutal. 

I  bow  my  head  in  reflection  but  there 
is  nothing  I  can  do. 

A  weak  nation  can’t  speak  up  for  her¬ 
self. 

Chinese  sojourners  have  come  to  a 
foreign  country. 

Detained,  put  on  trial,  imprisoned  in 
a  hillside  building; 

The  deposition  doesn’t  exactly 
match;  the  case  is  dead  and  in  a 
bind. 

No  chance  for  release. 

My  fellow  countrymen  cry  out  injus¬ 
tice: 

The  sole  purpose  is  strict  exclusion, 
to  deport  us  all  back  to  Hong  Kong. 

Pity  my  fellow  villagers  and  their 
flood  of  tears. 

They  would  not  forget  the  humilia¬ 
tion  of  detainment.  Their  poems  ex¬ 
pressed  a  defiant  wish  for  revenge  in  the 
future,  should  China  become  a  powerful 
country  in  the  world. 

Leaving  behind  my  writing  brush  and 
removing  my  sword,  I  came  to 
America. 

Who  was  to  know  two  streams  of 
tears  would 

flow  upon  arriving  here? 

If  there  comes  a  day  when  I  will  have 
attained  my  ambition  and  become 
successful. 

I  will  certainly  behead  the  barbarians 
and  spare  not  a  single  blade  of 
grass. 

The  discovery  of  these  poems  saved  a 
valuable  piece  of  the  historical  record 
and  added  to  the  history  of  Chinese  im¬ 
migration.  It  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  public  a  chapter  of  Asian  American 
immigration  history  that  was  sad,  dark, 
and  previously  neglected.  Seventy  years 
ago,  one  detainee  from  Xiangshan  in¬ 
scribed: 

There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  poems 
composed  on  these  walls, 

They  are  all  cries  of  complaint  and 
sadness. 

The  day  I  am  rid  of  this  prison  and 
attain  success, 

I  must  remember  that  this  chapter 
once  existed. 

But  "this  chapter"  could  only  be 
remembered,  not  discussed.  It  used  to  be 
a  secret,  shared  among  early  immigrants 
in  the  Chinese  community.  It  was  a  form 
of  humiliation  that  Chinese  detainees 
had  to  swallow  and  bear  deep  in  their 
heart.  But  now  these  poems  have  be¬ 
come  the  material  of  some  documen¬ 
taries,  drama,  and  a  number  of  scholarly 
books. 

The  discovery  of  the  Angel  Island 
poetry  helped  Asian  Americans  and  the 
public  review  and  re-evaluate  this 
period  of  Chinese-American  history.  It 
has  helped  to  change  the  public  image  of 
Chinese  immigrants  as  submissive,  pas¬ 
sive,  and  complacent.

Asian  Buddhists  to  worship  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  own  ethnic  groups,  while 
Americans  tend  to  practice  with  other 
Americans  and  in  groups  that  em¬ 
phasize  meditation. 

The  Vietnamese  Temple 
The  temple  of  the  Vietnamese  Bud¬ 
dhist  Association  is  located  in  a  former 
day-care  center  in  Roslindale.  Founded 
a  decade  ago  by  Bich  Nguyen  and  her 
husband  Dr.  Chi  Nguyen,  the  temple  has 
a  regular  Sunday  practice  which  in¬ 
cludes  reading  sutras  and  chanting.  It 
also  has  programs  for  youths  and  large 
celebrations  on  Buddhist  holy  days.  The 
temple  is  associated  with  the  well- 
known  Buddhist  teacher  Thich  Nhat 
Hanh.  While  Dr.  Nguyen  says  the 
temple’s  practices  largely  belong  to  the 
Pure  Land  school,  he  and  his  wife  also 
practice  Zen  Buddhism,  another 
Mahayana  form.  The  Pure  Land  form 
emphasizes  chanting  Buddhist  scrip¬ 
tures  and  the  worship  of  Amitabha  Bud¬ 
dha.  It’s  a  practice  based  on  faith,  while 
Zen  relies  on  meditation,  says  Nguyen, 
who  adds  that  Westerners  are  generally 
more  drawn  to  Zen  than  to  Pure  Land 
practice. 

"It’s  old,  but  it  applies 
vto  modern  life,"  says 
Luong  Nguyen  of  Bud¬ 
dhism.  A  graduate  of 
M.I.T.,  Nguyen  was  at¬ 
tending  a  service  at  the 
Vietnamese  temple  to 
celebrate  the  Buddha’s 
birthday.  He  points  out 
that  Buddhism  prohibits 
the  use  of  alcohol  and 
drugs,  and  says  that 
meditation  is  valuable  be¬ 
cause  "it  helps  release 
stress"  and  teaches  people 
to  live  in  the  "present  mo¬ 
ment."  "The  life  of  the 
Buddha  was  very  calm,"  he 
says.  "This  is  helpful  to 
modern  live." 

Thousand  Buddha 
The  Thousand  Buddha 
Temple  in  Quincy  is  also  a 
Pure  Land  temple. 
Opened  last  year,  it  was 
built  on  the  site  of  a 
former  function  hall  near 
Quincy  Center.  Prac¬ 
titioners  meet  on  Sundays 
for  services  that  mostly  in¬ 
volve  chanting  to  clear  the 
mind  and  transform  the 
mental  state.  Meditation

It’s  a  typical  Buddhist  Sunday  in  the 
Boston  area.  At  the  Thousand  Buddha 
Temple  in  Quincy,  a  group  of  mostly 
women  practitioners  chant  Buddhist 
texts  and  make  offerings  of  incense  Fur¬ 
ther  north,  at  the  Cambodian  Buddhist 
temple  in  Lowell,  Buddhists  make  food 
offerings  to  temple  monks  and  chant 
sutras.  And  in  Roslindale,  families 
gather  in  the  Vietnamese  Buddhist 
temple  to  chant,  hear  sermons,  and  have 
lunch  together. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Quincy 
temple,  these  centers  are  not  readily 
identifiable  from  the  outside  as  houses 
of  worship.  In  their  previous  lives,  they 
served  as  a  day  care  center,  the  home  of 
a  fraternal  organization,  and  a  function 
hall.  Now  these  buildings  have  been 
transformed  to  serve  the  spiritual  needs 
of  the  area’s  growing  Asian  population. 

There  are  now  Chinese,  Cambodian, 
Laotian,  Vietnamese,  and  Korean  Bud¬ 
dhist  temples,  among  others,  in  the  Bos¬ 
ton  area.  And  while  the  core  principles 
of  Buddhism  are  shared  by  Buddhists 
from  around  the  world,  each  Asian  eth¬ 
nic  group  is  rooted  in  a  particular  form 
of  the  practice. 

As  one  of  the  world’s 
major  religions,  Bud¬ 
dhism  attracts  both  Asians 
who  were  raised  as  Bud¬ 
dhists  and  Americans  who 
came  to  it  as  adults.  Bud¬ 
dhists  believe  that  human 
life  is  rooted  in  suffering 
and  that  suffering  is 
caused  by  desire.  To  over¬ 
come  suffering,  they  say,  a 
person  must  abolish 
desires  by  following  the 
Buddhist  path  of  self-con¬ 
trol,  which  includes  right 
thoughts  and  right  ac¬ 
tions. 

The  Buddhist  temples 
here  are  associated  with 
either  the  Mahayana  or 
Hinayana  (Theravada) 
forms  of  Buddhism,  the 
two  major  types  found  in 
Asia.  And  while  the  area’s 
Asian  temples  are  largely 
attended  by  members  of 
the  ethnic  group  that 
founded  them,  each  oc¬ 
casionally  also  attracts  a 
few  Americans.  General¬ 
ly,  though,  cultural  and 
language  differences  lead

A  Laotian  Temple 

Leading  the  services 
today  in  Lowell’s  Wat  Lao 
Dhammayan  Temple  are 
three  Buddhist  monks. 
Rebbie  Khampheng 
Phimmason  says  that 
practice  in  the  Laotian 
temple  includes  chanting 
and  the  ceremonial  offer¬ 
ing  of  food  to  the  monks. 
The  temple’s  Theravada 
practice  emphasizes 
giving  and  developing 
moral  conduct  through 
wholesome  actions, 
words,  and  thoughts. 
Meditation  is  also  part  of 
the  practice.  "The  aim,  the 
goal  of  meditation  is 
mindfulness,"  he  says. 
"The  main  goal  of  Bud¬ 
dhism  is  peace;  peace  is 
the  ultimate  goal  of 
people  living  in  this  world. 
Whatever  you  do, 
whatever  you  have,  is  for 
peace.” 

Phimmason  says  that 
meditation  can  lead  the 
mind  to  nirvana,  a  blissful 
state  in  which  "there  is  no 
love,  not  hate.. .There’s  no 
self,  no  you,  no  me.”  Bud-

dhists,  he  adds,  are  on  a 
quest  for  the  truth.  "An  in¬ 
telligent  person  tries  to 
search  for  the  truth  about 
things,  to  know  things  as 
they  are"  and  not  as  he 
wants  them  to  be.  An  in¬ 
telligent  person  is  willing 
to  be  honest  with  himself, 
he  adds. 

A  Cambodian  Temple 

Not  far  away  in  Lowell, 
members  of  the  area’s 
Cambodian  community 
are  holding  services  in  a 
former  Knights  of  Colum¬ 
bus  Hall  that  has  been 
converted  into  the 
Triratanaram  Temple. 
Cambodian  Buddhism 
emphasizes  the  Three 
Refuges  and  the  Five 
Precepts.  People  who  take 
the  Three  Refuges  seek 
protection  in  the  Buddha, 
the  Sangha  (community  of 
monks),  and  the  Dharma 
(Buddhist  teachings), 
while  those  who  follow  the 
Five  Precepts  vow  not  to 
lie,  steal,  kill,  use  alcohol, 
or  have  unlawful  sex. 
Morality  and  the  need  for 
self-control  are  the  basis 
of  the  Cambodian  prac¬ 
tice.  Before  practicing 
meditation,  says  one  prac¬ 
titioner,  a  person  "must 
have  morality.  You  cannot 
have  a  deep  practice 
without  that,"  he  says.

A  A  CA  Revives  Parcel  C  Discussion 


Community  Wary 
Of  Artery  Intentions 

Although  the  Chinatown  CA/T 
Taskforce  managed  to  stop  construction 
of  a  temporary  Central  Artery  Project 
ramp  at  Marginal  Road  last  year,  the 
group  remains  concerned  that  a  per¬ 
manent  exit  ramp  could  still  be  built  in 
the  same  area. 

Known  as  ramp  DD,  the  proposed 
roadway  would  carry  traffic  from  the 
Ted  Williams  Tunnel  and  the  South 
Boston  area  to  Marginal  Road  in 
Chinatown,  which  runs  through  one  of 
the  busiest  sections  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  Located  in  the  Marginal  Road 
area  are  several  Chinatown  housing 
complexes,  the  Josiah  Quincy  School, 
and  the  Boston  Chinese  Evangelical 
Church.  In  recent  years,  a  number  of 
pedestrians  have  been  fatally  struck  by 
cars  on  the  neighborhood’s  busy  streets, 
leading  many  residents  and  community 
leaders  to  oppose  any  efforts  to  further 
increase  traffic  in  the  area. 

While  the  CA/T  Taskforce  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Chinatown  community 
managed  to  stop  the  Central  Artery 
Project  from  moving  forward  with  con¬ 
struction  of  the  DD  ramp  last  year,  the 
Taskforce  has  continued  to  monitor 
Project  developments,  said  Taskforce 
co-chairwoman  Lihbin  Shiao  last 
month. 

Last  year  members  of  the  Chinatown 
community  voiced  opposition  to  the  DD 
Ramp  in  demonstrations  at  the  State 
House  and  at  the  Executive  Office  of 
Environmental  Affairs.  As  a  result,  the 
Office  of  Environmental  Affairs’  MEP  A 
Unit  ordered  the  Central  Arteiy  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  supplemental  impact  report  and  to 
restudy  its  current  plan  before  proceed¬ 
ing  further  with  the  DD  ramp.  The  state 
also  ordered  the  Central  Artery  Project 
to  study  other  options  to  move  traffic 
from  the  highway  system  to  the  Back 
Bay. 

Shiao  said  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Transportation  Department  have 
been  studying  various  alternatives  to  the 
DD  Ramp,  but  she  added  that  the  DD 
option  continues  to  be  considered  a  vi¬ 
able  and  relatively  inexpensive  method 
to  move  airport  traffic  to  the  South  End 
and  Back  Bay.  The  feasibility  study  will 
be  released  to  community  groups,  which 
will  then  have  the  opportunity  to  com¬ 
ment  on  them.  While  Shiao  said  she 
thought  it  was  unlikely  that  the  DD  op¬ 
tion  would  beeliminated,  she  noted  that 
the  Artery  Project  would  still  need  to 
submit  an  environmental  impact  report 
to  move  the  DD  plan  forward. 

Shiao  said  some  members  of  the 
Chinatown  community  mistakenly  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  Taskforce’s  success  in 
stopping  construction  of  a  temporary 
Marginal  Road  ramp  last  year  put  an 
end  to  the  Marginal  Road  ramp  issue. 

She  said  the  Taskforce  will  continue 
to  oppose  the  DD  ramp  by  lobbying 
legislators  and  officials  and  by  organiz¬ 
ing  another  demonstration  if  the  situa¬ 
tion  warrants  such  action. 

Bill  Moy,  the  Artery  Project’s 
Chinatown  liaison,  said  the  three  agen¬ 
cies  would  soon  recommend  four 
favorable  alternatives  to  move  Central 
Artery  traffic  to  the  Back  Bay.  A  final 
plan  would  be  selected  from  those  op¬ 
tions,  which  include  the  DD  Ramp  exit, 
a  Berkeley  Street  Turnpike  exit,  and  a 
Stuart  Street  Turnpike  exit  in  the  Back 
Bay.  He  said  the  Artery  Project  has 
agreed  to  accept  the  final  recommenda¬ 
tion  made  by  the  agency. 

"The  three  of  them  are  on  a  par,"  said 
Moy.  "The  least  expensive  is  DD.  And 
the  only  one  that  is  funded  is  DD."

Chinatown  leaders  met  in  November 
to  revive  discussion  of  the  possible 
development  of  a  community  project  on 
Parcel  C  on  Oak  Street.  The  meeting 
was  organized  by  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  (ACDC), 
which  most  recently  developed  the  near¬ 
by  Oak  Terrace  housing  complex  on 
Washington  Street. 

Bruce  Pulleyblank,  ACDC’s  execu¬ 
tive  director,  said  the  meeting  was 
meant  to  gauge  community  interest  in 
developing  the  site  and  discuss  how  a 
project  could  be  accomplished.  "We  just 
thought  we  would  like  to  help  everybody 
move  toward  getting  something  done 
there,"  Pulleyblank  said,  adding  that 
ACDC  initiated  the  process  in  part  to 
ensure  the  community  doesn’t  miss  the 
opportunity  to  develop  the  site. 

Attending  the  meeting  were  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  Chinatown  agencies  and 
organizations,  including  the  Coalition 
to  Protect  Chinatown,  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association,  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  (CCBA),  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council,  and  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  among  others. 


Several  members  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  are  concerned 
about  the  size  of  Tufts  University’s 
planned  biomedical  research  and  nutri¬ 
tion  complex  at  Harrison  Avenue  and 
Harvard  Street  in  Chinatown,  according 
to  Nancy  Lo,  an  advisor  to  Mayor 
Menino. 


Members  of  the  Chinatown  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  held  a  special  com¬ 
munity  meeting  last  month  to  discuss 
proposed  neighborhood  parking  and 
traffic  changes. 

The  proposals  include  changing  "un¬ 
restricted"  visitor  parking  after  6  p.m.  on 
commercial  district  streets  to  visitor 
parking  with  a  two-hour  limit  from  6 
p.m.  to  midnight.  One  side  of  Tyler 
Street,  Beach  Street,  Harrison  Avenue, 
Kneeland  Street,  Essex  Street,  and  Hud¬ 
son  Street  would  be  affected  by  the 
proposed  change. 

Another  proposal  would  create  a  no- 


"The  attendance  would  indicate  there  is 
substantial  interest,"  Pulleyblank  said. 
The  group  planned  to  meet  again  to 
make  more  specific  proposals  on  what 
could  be  built  on  the  site,  he  added. 

Pulleyblank  suggested  that  ACDC 
|  could  be  interested  in  developing  the 
site  if  conditions  were  right,  though  he 
added  that  developing  a  project  there 
would  be  expensive  at  a  time  when 
financial  support  for  such  developments 
was  limited.  "Nothing  is  off  the  table; 
nothing  is  on  the  table,"  he  said. 

In  discussing  the  future  of  Parcel  C, 
Pulleyblank  and  others  said  the  land 
should  be  combined  with  nearby  land  on 
Harrison  Avenue  to  increase  the  area  of 
the  project.  The  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  (BRA),  which  owns 
Parcel  C,  has  said  it  would  eventually  set 
aside  a  building  at  203  Harrison  Avenue 
and  land  at  193  Harrison  Avenue  for  a 
community  use.  "The  more  area  you 
have  to  develop,  the  better,"  said  Pul¬ 
leyblank. 

In  1994,  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  gave 
the  CCBA  the  right  to  oversee  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  site  by  granting  the 
Chinatown  organization  veto  power 


Last  year,  several  members  of  the 
Chinatown  Council  expressed  concern 
over  the  size  of  the  building  and  of  a 
bridge  over  Harvard  Street  connecting  it 
to  an  adjacent  university  building. 

"It  doesn’t  look  like  they’ve  reduced 
it  that  much,"  said  Nancy  Lo,  an  advisor 
to  Mayor  Menino. 


truck  zone  between  1  and  6  p.m.  on  four 
streets  bordering  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School.  In  recent  years,  several 
pedestrians  have  been  fatally  struck  by 
vehicles  in  the  area,  including  a  four- 
year-old  girl  who  was  killed  by  a  moving 
crane. 

"The  issue  will  need  to  be  reviewed 
more  thoroughly  by  the  Boston 
Transportation  Department  to  deter¬ 
mine  its  feasibility  and  whether  it  is  war¬ 
ranted,"  said  Sherry  Dong,  the  city’s 
Chinatown  coordinator. 

Other  proposals  include  changing 
resident  parking  spaces  on  Marginal 


over  any  future  development  there.  The 
Mayor  made  that  decision  following  a 
hard-fought  community  battle  to  stop 
the  New  England  Medical  Center  from 
building  a  garage  on  Parcel  C  in  return 
for  more  than  $2  million  in  community 
benefits.  The  Parcel  C  Coalition  (since 
renamed  the  Coalition  to  Protect 
Chinatown)  led  the  effort  to  stop  the 
garage  and  instead  proposed  that  the 
site  and  a  number  of  buildings  on  it  be 
used  as  a  community  center  and  recrea¬ 
tion  area.  The  mayor,  however,  gave 
CCBA  oversight  of  the  development 
process  and  suggested  that  Parcel  C 
should  be  used  for  community  housing. 

"Our  position  is  we’re  open-minded 
to  any  community-based  organization 
that  wants  to  develop  that  parcel,"  said 
Wilson  Lee,  CCBA’s  current  president. 

Lee  suggested  that  Parcel  C  could  be 
the  site  of  a  multi-use  development 
which  would  include  commercial  space 
on  Harrison  Avenue  and  housing  and 
community  space  along  Oak  Street. 
"You  need  the  Harrison  Avenue 
frontage,"  said  Lee. 

Lee,  however,  noted  the  financing  for 
such  a  project  would  be  difficult  to  ob¬ 
tain  since  no  linkage  money  would  be 
forthcoming  from  downtown  develop¬ 
ments  and  the  financially-strapped 
BRA  would  expect  payment  for  land  it 
makes  available  to  the  community.  "I 
really  don’t  see  anything  happening  on 
that  parcel  for  the  next  couple  of  years," 
he  said.  -Robert  O  'Malley

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Recreation  Area  Planned  for  Chinatown 


The  city  plans  to  work  with  the 
Chinatown  community  to  create  a 
recreation  area  with  basketball  courts 
on  Parcel  A  along  Marginal  Road  in 
Chinatown. 

The  parking  lot,  which  is  owned  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA),  is  currently  being  used  by  the 
contractor  of  the  nearby  Mei  Wah  Vil¬ 
lage  elderly  housing  complex  at  Pine  and 
Maple  Streets. 

Nancy  Lo,  an  advisor  to  Mayor 
Thomas  Menino,  said  the  city  plans  to 
work  with  the  community  to  build  bas¬ 


ketball  courts  on  the  site  in  the  spring  or 
summer. 

The  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  had  been  designated  by 
the  BRA  to  build  housing  on  Parcel  A 
but  lost  its  right  after  failing  to  obtain 
financing  and  move  the  project  forward. 

While  Parcel  A  has  been  designated 
for  housing  in  the  Chinatown  Master 
Plan,  Lo  suggested  that  it  could  be  used 
for  recreation  until  a  housing  develop¬ 
ment  plan  was  initiated.  If  members  of 
the  Chinatown  community  wanted  Par¬ 
cel  A  to  remain  a  recreational  area,  she 


added,  "they  could  petition  the  city  to 
keep  it  open  space."  Chinatown  current¬ 
ly  has  a  shortage  of  open  space  and 
recreational  areas  for  young  people. 

Members  of  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  recently  circulated  a  petition  as¬ 
king  the  BRA  director  to  transfer  Parcel 
A  to  the  Boston  Parks  &  Recreation 
Department  "for  development  of  an 
open  recreational  park.”  The  petition 
also  expresses  concern  that  the  BRA 
may  decide  to  put  the  land  on  the  market 
and  thus  eliminate  the  possibility  of 
building  housing  there  in  the  future.  In 


the  meantime,  it  suggests,  the  land  could 
be  be  used  for  recreation. 

"This  proposal  is  not  meant  to  sug¬ 
gest  any  lack  of  support  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  construction  of  badly  needed 
housing,"  the  petition  states.  "It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  a  proposal  for  the  interim  use  of 
Parcel  A  until  a  final  design  and  financ¬ 
ing  of  new  and  affordable  housing  is 
realized."

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A  Memoir  of  a  Chinese  Landlord’s  Son 


By  Edward  Mclnnis 

In  "The  Attic:  A  Memoir  of  a  Chinese 
Landlord’s  Son,"  Guanlong  Cao  recalls 
his  life  growing  up  in  a  tiny,  crowded 
attic.  When  the  Communist  Party  took 
over  China  in  1949,  his  father  was  placed 
in  one  of  the  Five  Black  Categories  be¬ 
cause  he  was  the  owner  of  a  few  rocky 
acres  in  the  countryside.  Unlike  most 
landlords,  however,  who  were  simply  ex¬ 
ecuted,  he  was  "exiled"  to  Shanghai, 
where  he  was  forced  to  work  in  a  button 
factory  and  live  in  cramped  quarters. 

There  wasn’t  even  room  enough  for 
beds.  So  Cao’s  father  and  two  older 
brothers,  Bao  and  Ling,  slept  on  one 
pallet;  Cao  slept  with  his  mother  and 
younger  sister  Chuen  on  another  pallet. 
Until  he  was  seven,  that  is,  when  he  was 
"exiled"  to  his  father’s  pallet. 

The  family’s  only  refuge  was  the  roof. 
In  winter,  they  collected  the  snowfall  as 
a  source  of  pure  water  for  cooking  and 
tea.  In  the  summer,  they  trooped  out 
barefoot  for  a  breeze.  As  young 
children,  Cao  and  Chuen  were  roped 
between  their  parents,  where  "any  com¬ 
motion  would  immediately  put  us  in  the 
crossfire  of  their  eyes."  When  Cao  was 
older,  he  lay  on  the  roof  by  himself 
watching  approaching  thunderstorms  as 
well  as  the  annual  National  Day 
fireworks  on  October  1. 

Through  the  steady  grind  of  official 
discrimination,  overcrowding  and  semi¬ 
poverty,  his  ingenious  mother  kept  the 
family  together.  She  worked  at  various 
jobs,  including  as  a  live-in  maid  for  rich 
Party  higher-ups.  She  could  make  a  meal 


out  of  almost  any  food.  And  to  make 
extra  money,  she  set  up  shop  as  a  street 
vendor  selling  items  like  boiled  pig’s 
heads  and  fried  pork  grease. 

Cao  inherited  his  mother’s  inventive¬ 
ness.  From  scratch,  he  built  a  telescope 
and  a  crystal  radio.  But  when  he  set  up 
the  radio  antenna  on  the  roof,  the  police 
came  to  inspect  it  and  interview  him. 
Though  he  was  officially  declared  to  be 
-  unlike  his  parents  -  "still  reformable," 
Cao  dismantled  the  radio  and  took 
down  the  antenna. 

When  Cao  turned  16,  he  was  sent  by 
the  government  to  auto  repair  school 
"like  an  arranged  marriage."  Meanwhile, 
his  courtships  never  developed  into  ac¬ 
tual  marriage  because  of  the  attic. 
Authorities  refused  to  let  any  member 
of  the  family  move  out.  A  prospective 
partner  would  take  one  look  at  her  fu¬ 
ture  living  quarters  -  and  the  low  status 
it  implied  -  then  quickly  back  away  from 
commitment. 

When  Chuen  turned  16,  the  Cultural 
Revolution  was  getting  started  and  she 
was  sent  to  work  on  an  army-operated 
rubber  plantation  on  the  border  of  Laos 
and  Vietnam.  The  many  young  women 
laborers  there  had  to  contend  with 
favoritism,  sexual  harassment,  and 
hunger.  Her  mother,  ever  resourceful, 
packed  salted  fish  and  meat  inside  plas¬ 
tic  bags,  sealed  them  with  wax,  then 
wrapped  the  bags  in  leatherette  cut  to 
the  shape  and  size  of  sandals.  She  safely 
mailed  these  packages  of  forbidden  food 
masquerading  as  footware  to  Chuen. 

But  Chuen  didn’t  dare  tell  her 


mother  about  the  harassment;  instead, 
she  asked  Cao  to  help  her  return  home. 
In  a  letter,  Cao  asked  her  to  say  -  on  a 
scale  of  1  to  10  -  how  determined  she  was 
to  escape.  Chuen  wrote  back  with  a 
single  figure  scratched  in  blood:  100. 

Then  Cao  experimented,  injecting 
various  acids  into  mice  until  he  found 
one  that  turned  their  muscle  tissue  into 
gangrene.  He  injected  this  lye  solution 
into  his  own  toe,  which  turned  black. 
After  emergency  surgery  and  a  month¬ 
long  recovery,  he  sent  a  syringe  and  a 
bottle  of  the  lye,  disguised  as  penicillin, 
to  Chuen,  and  a  letter  explaining,  in  cal¬ 
ligraphic  code,  what  she  must  do  to  es¬ 
cape  via  medical  release. 

Chuen  injected  the  lye  into  her  hand. 
Her  hand  turned  black  and  she  almost 
died;  the  tissue  had  to  be  surgically 
removed.  But  she  was  discharged  from 
the  plantation  and  allowed  to  return 
home,  elated,  to  Shanghai  and  the  ever- 
crowded  attic. 

Her  hand,  however,  became  withered 
and  useless,  and  she  always  wore  a  glove 
over  it.  And  Cao,  though  pleased  by  her 
escape,  had  nightmares  of  guilt. 

Years  later,  before  leaving  for  the 
United  States,  Cao  said  goodbye  to 
Chuen.  Both  Chuen  and  Bao  were  living 
with  their  spouses,  infant  children,  and 
mother  in  the  attic.  Their  father  had 
died.  Chuen  asked  Cao  to  take  off  his 
sock,  revealing  a  shriveled  toe.  She  took 
off  her  glove,  revealing  her  shrunken 
hand.  Silently,  she  touched  her  wasted 
hand  to  his  wasted  toe. 

Although  Cao  eventually  receives  a 


Master  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  Tufts 
University,  the  author  condemns  him¬ 
self  more  than  two  decades  later  as  a 
"cold-blooded  person  with  a  ferocious 
nature"  who  "crippled"  his  sister.  He 
writes  that,  until  the  day  he  dies,  he  will 
be  "hunted"  like  a  war  criminal  by  his 
own  conscience. 

"The  Attic"  is  a  series  of  vignettes  of 
a  difficult  family  life  told  in  a  low-key, 
rambling,  and  humorous  manner.  For 
example,  musing  on  Chinese  cuisine,  the 
author  says:  "Almost  anything  can  be 
turned  into  a  delicacy.  Of  things  with 
two  wings,  airplanes  are  the  only  excep¬ 
tions.  Of  things  with  four  legs,  only 
benches  are  pardoned." 

However,  as  the  story  continues,  we 
see  that  it  is  something  more  than  a 
literary  stroll.  Unlike  many  novels  and 
memoirs  about  the  Cultural  Revolu¬ 
tion,  where  individuals  and  families  ex¬ 
perience  sudden  and  agonizing  loss  of 
status,  the  Attic’s  family  has  been  offi¬ 
cially  stigmatized  since  before  the 
author’s  birth.  In  fact,  the  Cultural 
Revolution  might  have  been  nothing 
more  than  a  distant  rumble  in  their  ears 
if  Chuen  hadn’t  been  sent  to  the  rubber 
plantation. 

But  the  author’s  assistance  in  her 
desperate  and  successful  escape  mark 
him  for  life,  though  his  writing  style 
remains  low-key  when  describing  it. 
And  it  is  this  description  that  puts  "The 
Attic"  in  the  upper  story  of  current 
books  well  worth  reading.

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The  Folk  Art 


Of  Chinese  New  Year 


Almost  everything  associated  with 
the  Chinese  Lunar  New  Year,  which  this 
year  falls  on  Feb.  7,  seems  fraught  with 
symbolic  meaning.  In  addition  to  eating 
foods  with  propitious-sounding  names, 
Chinese  families  attach  auspicious  folk 
images  and  words  to  the  doors  and  walls 
of  their  homes  to  bring  good  fortune  in 
the  coming  year. 

One  such  popular  folk  image  often 
associated  with  the  lunar  New  Year  is  a 
colorful  print  of  the  god  and  goddess  of 
the  kitchen.  On  the  evening  of  the  23rd 
day  of  the  12th  moon,  the  kitchen  god  is 
sent  off  to  heaven  to  report  to  the  celes¬ 
tial  king  on  the  merits  and  demerits  of 
the  family.  To  buy  him  off,  a  family  offers 
him  sticky  candy,  which  glues  up  his 
mouth  so  he  can’t  report  any  evil  in 
heaven. 

The  Door  Gods 

Other  images  associated  with  New 
Year’s  are  prints  of  the  door  gods.  On 
the  final  day  of  the  12th  moon,  families 
often  decorate  the  door  panels  of  their 
houses  with  pairs  of  door  gods.  The  most 
famous  door  gods  are  mythological 
figures  such  as  Chung  K’uei,  and  com¬ 
panion  gods  such  as  Shen-tu  and  Yu-lei, 
and  Chin-Chiung  and  Chin-te.  These 
sword-wielding  deities  guard  the  under¬ 
world  and  protect  families.  With  fierce 
countenances  and  flashing  eyes,  these 
mythical  figures  are  thought  to  have  the

power  to  drive  away  malevolent  spirits 
so  that  members  of  the  household  can 
live  in  peace  and  happiness. 

Spring  Couplets 

In  addition  to  the  kitchen  god  and 
door  gods,  special  New  Year’s  sayings 
and  words  are  also  attached  to  doors  and 
walls.  Spring  couplets  are  pasted  on 
either  side  of  door  frames  and 
propitious  words  are  pasted  across  the 
lintel.  One  of  the  earliest  versified 
spring  couplets  has  been  attributed  to 
the  Emperor  Meng  Zhang:  "The  New 
Year  brings  in  overflowing  good  for¬ 
tune, /The  great  festival  is  named  Ever¬ 
lasting  Spring." 

At  New  Year’s,  families  also  attach  to 
the  wall  single  characters  suggesting 
wealth  and  abundance.  The  most 
popular  characters  are  "fu,"  which 
means  blessings  and  good  fortune;  and 
"lu,"  which  means  longevity  and  wealth. 

New  Year’s  Prints 

In  addition  to  door  gods  and  spring 
couplets,  many  folk  prints  are  also  as¬ 
sociated  with  New  Year’s.  One  such 
popular  print  that  can  sometimes  be 
purchased  in  Boston’s  Chinatown 
depicts  a  child  holding  a  dragon,  a  fish, 
apples,  and  lotus  flowers,  among  other 
objects.  Such  a  print  would  be  placed  on 
the  wall  as  a  sign  of  good  luck  and  to 
bring  progeny  and  wealth  to  the 
household.

“Surplus  for  Many  Years  Running”  has  been  one  of  the  most  beloved 
folk  prints  during  the  Chinese  New  Year.  In  Chinese,  the  term  for 
lotus  is  a  homonym  for  “successive,"  and  the  term  for  fish  is 
similarly  a  homonym  for  “surplus."

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The  image  of  a  lotus  flower  is  con¬ 
sidered  propitious  because  the  word  for 
lotus  sounds  like  the  word  for  "succes¬ 
sive"  in  Chinese,  which  suggests  the  idea 
of  having  one  child  after  another.  The 
dragon  shown  in  the  picture  is  a  symbol 
of  success  in  life.  Other  objects  in  the 
picture  include  flowers,  which  signify 
richness,  and  apples,  which  symbolize 
peace.  The  words  for  apple  and  peace 
have  a  similar  sound  in  Chinese.  This 
same  reasoning  explains  the  popularity 
of  the  fish,  which  sounds  like  the  word 
for  healthy. 

Another  popular  New  Year’s  print 
shows  boys  playing  musical  instruments. 
These  children  are  the  money  god’s  stu¬ 
dents  and  their  music  can  call  in  money. 
This  image  also  includes  a  device  used 
to  scratch  the  back.  This  too  is  sig¬ 
nificant  because  the  name  for  the  device 
I  sounds  like  words  that  mean  "to  get  what 
you  want." 

There  are  also  prints  featuring  the 
Chinese  characters  for  good  fortune, 
longevity,  and  financial  prosperity. 
These  characters  are  in  turn  embel¬ 
lished  with  other  illustrations.  The 
Chinese  character  for  longevity  might 
be  illustrated  with  pictures  of  the  Eight 
Immortals,  or  the  Three  Sages,  Fu,  Lu, 
and  Shou.  This  kind  of  print  embodies 
the  wish  for  the  family’s  elders  to  have  a 
long  life  with  good  health  and  fortune. 

There  are  also  New  Year’s  prints 
based  on  stories  from  Chinese  history 
and  popular  fiction.  "The  Tale  of  the 
White  Snake"  tells  the  story  of  a  snake 
that  is  magically  transformed  into  a 
young  girl,  the  girl’s  marriage  to  a  young 
man  named  Hsu  Hsien,  and  their  tragic 
separation.  And  "Tang  Po-hu  Meets 
Ch’iu  Hsiang,"  a  popular  Ming  Dynasty 
tale,  tells  the  story  of  a  scholar  and 
female  servant  who  fall  instantly  in  love 
and  marry  after  overcoming  many 
obstacles.

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The  New  Year 


Born  in  the  Year  of  the  Ox 


The  year  of  the  ox  begins  on  Feb.  7, 
1997.  The  ox  is  an  animal  symbolizing 
methodical  drive  and  ambition.  Al¬ 
though  people  born  under  this  sign  are 
reportedly  hard  workers,  they  are  also 
said  to  lack  creativity  and  to  have  dif¬ 
ficulty  adapting  to  new  situations. 
People  born  in  the  year  of  the  ox  are 
stubborn,  patient,  trusting  and  depend¬ 
able.  They  are  generally  not  noted  for 
their  fame,  preferring  roles  behind  the 
scenes  to  prove  their  success.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  there  are  notable  people  born  in 
the  year  of  the  ox  who  do  not  fit  this 
pattern  and  have  made  considerable 
contributions  to  Asian-American  his¬ 
tory. 

Some  have  recently  been  in  the 
limelight.  Take,  for  example,  director 
Wayne  Wang  (1949),  whose  film  credits 
include  "Chan  Is  Missing,"  "Dim  Sum," 
"Eat  a  Bowl  of  Tea,"  and  "The  Joy  Luck- 
Club."  Or  New  York  fashion  designer 
Vera  Wang  (1949),  whose  creations 
have  been  worn  by  the  likes  of  Sharon 
Stone,  Marissa  Tomei  and  Holly 
Hunter.  Actress  Joan  Chen  (1961),  who 
has  performed  in  films  in  both  the  U.S. 
and  China  (she  recently  appeared  in  the 
TV  series  "Twin  Peaks"  and  in  the  movie 
"Heaven  and  Earth"),  is  also  an  ox.  And 
so  is  the  energetic  television  personality 
and  Chef  Martin  Yan,  of  the  PBS  series 
"Yan  Can  Cook." 

Other  Asian  Americans  born  in  the 
year  of  the  ox  include  relatively  un¬ 


known  political  activists  such  as  Wind 
Chong  Luke  (1925).  Luke  served  on  the 
Seattle  City  Council  for  five  years  in  the 
early  1960’s  and  was  a  great  supporter  of 
liberal  causes.  Unfortunately,  his 
promising  future  in  politics  was  cut 
short  by  his  untimely  death  in  a  plane 
crash  in  1965.  Another  ox  is  realtor  Pius 
Lee  (1937),  who  has  served  on  various 


boards  and  committees  in  the  San  Fran- 
sisco  area  since  the  late  1970’s,  including 
the  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the 
San  Fransisco-Taipei  Sister  City  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Chung  Kun  Ai  (1865)  achieved  busi¬ 


ness  success  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in 
the  late  1800’s  and  served  on  various 
boards,  councils,  and  organizations 
within  the  Chinese  community  in 
Hawaii.  Eventually  this  classmate  of 
Sun  Yat-Sen  created  an  international 
charitable  organization  and  was  able  to 
give  aid  to  his  home  village  in  China’s 
Guangdong  province. 

Another  ox,  Anna  C.  Chennault, 
(also  known  as  Chen  Xiangmei)  (1925), 
began  her  career  as  a  journalist  in  main¬ 
land  China  during  World  War  II.  She 
married  an  American  aviator  and  came 
to  the  United  States  with  him  in  1948, 
only  to  be  widowed  a  decade  later.  Anna 
then  launched  a  career  as  a  political  lob¬ 
byist,  gaining  significant  clout  in 
Republican  Party  politics.  She  is  also  an 
author  of  books  in  both  Chinese  and 
English. 

Vietnamese-American  writer  and 
humanitarian  Le  Ly  Hayslip  (1949)  has 
a  similar  history.  She  married  an 
American  serviceman  in  1970,  came  to 
the  United  States  with  him,  and  was 
widowed  only  a  few  years  later.  Despite 
this,  she  became  a  successful  business 
woman  and  wrote  two  books  that  later 
became  the  basis  for  the  screenplay 
"Heaven  and  Earth."  Hayslip  also  estab¬ 
lished  the  East  Meets  West  Foundation, 
an  aid  organization  devoted  to  improv¬ 
ing  conditions  in  Central  Vietnam. 

There  are  also  many  accomplished 
people  born  in  the  year  of  the  ox  whose 


success  seems  to  rely  on  their  "ox-like” 
qualities.  Unfortunately,  this  makes 
them  even  more  overlooked.  Editor 
John  T.C.  Fang  (1925),  the  founder  of 

Asian  Week,  spent  most  of  his  profes¬ 
sional  career  as  a  managing  editor, 
working  behind  the  scenes. 

Many  people  born  in  the  year  of  the 
ox  are  scholars,  such  as  Guggenheim 
fellow  Wing-tsit  Chan  (1901). 
Biochemist  and  endocrinologist  Choh 
Hao  Li(  1913)  has  contributed  valuable 
research  about  hormones  and  endor¬ 
phins.  Novelist  Shawn  Wong  (1949)  has 
co-edited  a  number  of  anthologies  of 
Asian-American  literature.  Him  Mark 
Lai  (1925),  in  addition  to  his  career  in 
engineering,  has  written  three  books  on 
Chinese-American  history,  co-authored 
two  more,  and  served  as  an  editor  for  yet 
another.  He  has  taught  at  San  Fransisco 
State  University  and  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley,  and  has  received 
a  lifetime  achievement  award  for  his 
Asian-American  studies. 

But  whether  they  achieved  success  by 
directing  a  Hollywood  movie  or  advanc¬ 
ing  in  academia  is  not  important.  They 
have  all  made  important  contributions. 
If  steered  in  the  right  direction,  the 
determination  of  the  Ox  can  produce 
great  rewards.
